“Except these abide in the ship, ye] fare life: Jesus wearied with the long 
‘ toilsome day’s work put His disciples 


cannot be saved.” Acts 27:31. 

A ship is made to sail the seas. It | 
is prepared with the intent of pre- 
serving life regardless of the condi- 
tion of the sea. Whether the sea is 
calm or whether it is boisterous, it’s 
mission remains the same; it must 
keep us out of the depth beneath. 

Like a ship on the literal sea so is 
the Church of God on the sea of time. 
It is constructed to bear us safely 
over to the harbor on the other shore. 
She has but one mission, and that is 
to bear us upon the bosom of the 
great ocean of time and keep us above 
the waves that would sink us in de 
spair. The thought of sea life brings 
to our minds the thought of danger. 
There are not only storms and waves, 
but shoals, rocks, and sand bars. It 
will require diligenee on the part of 
those who operate the ship to keep 
her from foundering. 

Paul had long been exposed to a 
boisterous sea. The storm was se 
vere and they had eaten nothing for 
fourteen days. It looked as though 
the ship would be destroyed, and in 
their terrorstricken condition some 
of them décided to leave the ship, but 
Paul warned them not to do so. He 
declared that an angel had stood by 
him and told him that there would 
be no loss of life as God had made 
known to him that he was to be 
brought before Cesar. 

Some have thought that the Church 
of God would only, have easy sailing; 
no storm, no waves, no boisterous 
seas, no rocks, no shoals or sand-bars 
to encounter, so when these things 
have arisen they, like Paul’s com- 
panions, have become alarmed and de- 
cided ta leave the ship. These need 
to heed Paul’s admonition, “Except 
these abide in the ship, ye cannot be 
saved.” 

Let us learn some lessons from this 
story. Their first effort was to use 
helps and undegird the ship. Pos 
sibly they had been careless in the 
rules and laws of protection, It«is 
the same way with us when every 
thing is calm, and the sailing is easy 
we grow careless of our helps and 
governing principles. If a storm is 
Tising we should examine ourselves 
and see if we have the ship (the 
Church) under good government. 
Good government will strengthen and 
protect the church from the ravages 
of the storm. 


The next thing they did was to 
lighten the ship. They were Arying 
to carry along material th 
gered the ship. Oh, so many of us are 
trying to carry things,alonig with us 
that are not needed jte bein the 
Church. ad 

If your little church is in the midst 
of a severe storm, see to it that your 
members do not have so much world- 
liness, pride, tattling, backbiting, un- 
holy eonversation, and ungodly living 
on board that the ship will be en- 
dangered. Preach the Word to them 
till they will be willing to throw 
these things overboard, thus lighten- 
ing the load and enabing the church 
to better breast the storm. 

The next thing they did was to 
throw overboard the tackling of the 
ship. This seemed to be material that 
belonged to the ship. At one time it 
might have been of service to the 
ship but on this occasion it seemed 
that they decided they could get along 
better without it. 


It is the same way in the Chureh. 
We may be loaded down with ma- 
terial of no service to the Church. We 
have a great many in the Church who 
are unfit for anything but ride. They 
will not pull the oars and obey 
orders. They might have been 
of some service in days gone 
by but now they are just dead 
weights. If you want your church to 
ride the waves and you cannot get 
them stirred to action you had better 
throw them overboard and get rid of 
them. Brother, when you get your 
churek in this condition you may be 
gin to look for the angels. It was at 
this point the angel of God eame to 
Paul saying, Fear not, Paul, I'll take 
you through. You are sure to make 
the landing. The preacher who will 
preach a clean gospel and keep a 
clean church, may not have the ap 
plause of men; he may not be called‘ 
to the fat places of honor and ease in 
the church; he may be shunned; but 
he will have the approval of God and 
will have the angels visit him and 
bring comforting words of approba- 
tion. If your church is in a storm— 
preach the truth, administer the truth 
lighten the ship, and throw overboard 
the tackling. You may have some 
members who will threaten to leave 
the ship, but you will be able to get 
them to stay on. Paul said to those 
of this character, “Except ye abide 
in the ship, ye cannot be saved.” In- 
stead of them leaving the ship as 
they declared they would, I see 
them sitting around listening to 
the eomforting words of Paul, 
“There shall not an hair fall 
from the head of any of you.” 

After he had quelled their fears he 
began to remind them that it had 
been a long time since they had taken 
anything to eat. Brother, you can’t 
have a revival until you get your 
church clean. After you have un- 
loaded and straightened things out, 
and have gotten the faint hearted and 
the fearful encouraged, then you can 
begin to remind your people that they 
need a feast. You will not hav¢ any 
trouble to get them to eat, all yqh will 
have to do is to hand it o them 
and watch them eat. 

As we sail over the sea of time, we 
must not only keep our people in 
good order and under good govern- 
ment, but they must be fed, so let us 
feed the flock over the which the

in a ship and told them to row over 
to the other side near Bethsaida while 
He seat the people away. 

After dispersing the crowd He re 
sorted to the mountain to pray. While: 
in prayer, about the fourth watch of 
the night, He saw His disciples in the 
midst of a severe storm and they were 
sore distressed.He came to them walk- 
ing on the waves. Whenthey saw Him 
walking on the sea they were sore 
afraid and supposed they, had seen a 
spirit, and cried cut with fear. Im- 
mediately He talked with them, and 
said, “Be of good eheer; it is I; be 
not afraid.” He came on board the 
ship and commanded the waves and 
they ceased. 


How much like life this is. Jesus 
often sends us on missions of service; 
and we loose sight of Jesus; the storms 
begin to arise, and, oh! how we long 
for the presence of Jesus but it just 
seems as though He has forsaken us 
entirely. All at once we see Jesus 
right on the wave and hear Him say, 
“Be not afraid.” Brother, we are of- 
ten found looking for Jesus in the 
wrong place. The very thing that is 
giving us the most concern and we 
want to get rid of most is just the 
thing that will give us a vision of 
Jesus. Sometimes when we are under- 
going a severe test and are strug- 
gling for victory over it and it seams 
like we are going to be overcome in 
spite of all we can do and we are just 
about ready to give up; when 
we see Jesus right in the thing we 
are struggling against. Like the dis- 
ciples while contending with the 
waves we see Jesus coming to our 
rescue, 

Sometimes it may be a trial of af- 
fliction, sometimes it may be a trial 
of disappointment, sometimes it may. 
be that our best friends forsake ua, 
or it may be the persecutions of an 
enemy, but if we are true to God, 
we will see Jesus right in the midst 
of the trial. The good Book says, “All 
things work together for good to them 
that love God.” God allows these 
things to come to humiliate us and 
get us to where He can reveal Him- 
self to us. 


On another oecasion Jesus was in 
the vessel with His disciples. A storm 
arose but Jesus was asleep in the ves- 
sel. The waves began to fill the ship 
and the disciples were filled with fear; 
they awoke their Lord and He spoke 
only three words and there was a 
great calm. They were astonished 
that even the winds and the sea 
obeyed Him. 

Jesus has promised to be with us 
all the way; He has said, I will nev- 
er leave nor forsake thee. Sometimes 
it may seem like Jesus has gone and 
left us to the fate of our enemies, but 
remember Jesus is on the vessel. He 
hides His face sometimes in order 
that we might feel our need of Him. 

Oh, troubled soul, are you in need 
of help, are you almost persuaded to 
give up the struggle—get out some 
where and call on Jesus; tell Him of 
your danger and never stop till He 
comes to your rescue. What a great 
calm will prevail over your soul when 
once you secure His help. 


Brother, we are in the Chureh of 
God, the greatest institution in the 
world. She is sailing the high sea of 
time; she is sure to make the land- 
ing; but oh, the peril of the voyage. 
Storms, rocks, shoals and sand-bars 
are to be encountered; but, brother,she 
is sure to make the landing. Some 
get tired of the conflict, give up the 
struggle, jump overboard and are lost. 
We had better abide in the ship. 


We may not have a full eonception 
of her government. As she is today 
she may need some helps; she may 
need some undergirdings. As she 
rides the rough sea, her strengeth 
will be tested. It takes these fearful 
trials to reveal to us the plaees that 
need undergirding. What we need to 
do is to get to work to strengthen 
these weak places in. her government. 

This is no time to jump overboard 
and begin to cry, She {s going to 
pieces. Jesus is on the vessel He is tlie 
Master mechanic. Let us call Him to 
our rescue and let Him help,us 

rengthen the ship. 


I have the utmost confidence in the 
final outcome of the Chureh. Those 
who stand off and say she is going 
to wreck do not intimidate me I 
mean to stay on board, and pull on the 
oars with all my might, till she lands 
in the harbor on the other shore. 

I have seen a great number who have 
taken a stand against the Church. It 
seems that they can do nothing else 
but fight. They seem to have lost all 
interest in saving souls. All they 
want to do is to go where there is 
a Church of God and set up their ha 
rangue against the Church. They 
talk about our SR e: they 
talk about our shing house, they 
talk about our paper, they talk about 
our preachers and they talk about our 
government. I have watched them in 
their mad career against the Church, 
till they finally ceased to do any body 
any good and they gradually, died, 
while the Church went right on just 
as though they were not in the world. 

They remind me of an incident 
I heard a Methodist bishop 
relate... He said he was on the 
Pacific coast and while admiring the 
scenery he noticed the hull of a 
large vessel that had been abandoned 
and had drifted out on the beach 
with the tide. While examining the 
ship he noticed some scars on the 
body of the old vessel. Inside the 
scars was a decaying plece of bone. 
Further investigation solved the 
problem while sailing the seas she had 
been attacked by many a long nosed 
shark. 


an ugly sear on the ship with the 
nose of the shark to remind the 
observer that the shark hed lost 
his life inthe attempt he had 
made to destroy the ship. So it is 
with these church fighting preachers, 
all you can see is an ugly. scar with 
the decaying nose of the preacher who 
has lost his life trying to destroy her 
as a reminder of the words of Jesus 
where He said, “The gates of hell shall 
not prevail against her.” 

Oh, glory!! She will ride every 
storm, breast every wave, overcome 
every foe and finally land us all over 
on the streets of gold. 

Abide in the ship! Abide in the 
ship, comrades!! It is the only place 
of safety!!! Amen!!!
